When he 
neared the east fence he made a 
break and started to climb over. 
After warning's, 
two gruards fired 


upon the man, but the shots are be- 
lieved to have gone wild.

Stevens was serving a term ot

MR COOLIDGE STRIKES 


BACK. 


President Calvin Coohdge has been moved by the 


sting of criticisms directed at the administration to 
strike back at his political opponents 


He does it in a characteristically Coolidge way. 
Through some of his close associates, he lets it be 


known the "White House has taken cognizance of 
some of the charges which have been tossed around 
.rather freely in recent weeks and he hopes the coun- 
try will not be unduly disturbed, or alarmed. 


The nature of these charges Is well known. One 


of them, preferred by the senior senator from >>~e- 
braska, George "VV. Norris, asserts Mr. Coohdge has 
packed certain governmental agencies with those of 
his particular political faith until they cease to be 
representative. 
Mr. Norris had more particularly 


m mind the tariff commission, presumably a non- 
partisan board, and the federal trade commission, 
which was likewise created under the impression it 
should be divorced from politics. 
Other members 


of congress have devoted their attention to the de- 
partment of justice, with more particular reference 
to its attitude in a case involving Secretary Mellon 
Still other congressmen have been outspoken in criti- 
cism of the handling of the affairs of the army and 
na-iy departments. 
The president is particularly con- 


cerned with reports that adequate provision has not 
been made for national security. 


Mr. Coolidge need not be distressed over the con- 


dition of the public mind. The people are perfectly 
able to arrive at their own conclusions without the 
aid and assistance of interested politicians. 
They 


have become accustomed to a certain amount of po- 
litical jockeying and while they may be temporarily 
misled and deceived, their final judgment is usually 
sound and sane. 
• 
In fact one of the greatest sources of .strength 


which Mr. Coolidge has possessed has been his great 
faith in the fairness of the public mind. He has been 
serene and undisturbed in the midst of vexatious and 
perplexing problems. He has peimitted others to d<j 
the talking -while he remained silent 
Tt was his un- 


canny judgment in refusing to be drawn into the 
swirling maelstrom of the Teapot Dome storm, which 
made that most excellent Issue of very little prac- 
tical value to the political opponents of Calvin Coo- 
lidge. His handling: of the matter, which he inherited 
Irom his predecessor, might have been the subject 
of a fierce political controversy but he simply re- 
fused to talk and It is very difficult to have an in- 
teresting debate when one side will not speak. 


Mr. Coolidgq's decision to break his proverbial si- 


lence, cien in an informal way. takes him from the 
Held where he is most effective and places him in 
an entirely new light before the American people. 
Under it the so-called "Coolidge myth" may break 
down. 


Once the president feels that necessity requires 


he meet the charges which have been hurled at him, 
he will find the public Interested in arriving at the 
facts. Is It true the federal trade commission has 
lost its nonpartisan character? 
Under the appoint- 


ments made by Mr. Coolidge has that governmental 
agency been packed with an overwhelming member- 
ship of those who entertain the same political views 
as the president? If so then the federal trade com- 
mission has been greatly changed from the original 
legislative conception. Is a fact the tariff commis- 
sion has been packed with men who arc apostles 
of the doctrine of "high protection?" 
No one can 


deny that congress contemplated a board with a 
membership divided between those who believe in the 
principle of the protective tariff and those who would 
Adjust it on the basis of revenue needs. 
Under the 


administrations of Mr. Wilson and Mr. Harding Its 
membership was so distributed. 
Now we are told 


by excellent authority that the tariff commission is 
of one mind to such an extent that its decisions could 
be written In advance of hearings on the questions 
raised before it. 
The s>ame situation exists in re- 


spect to the interstate commerce commission and 
other governmental agencies. 


Mr. Coolidge'a implied suggestion that the "White 


House should be immune from well-grounded criti- 
cism cannot be accepted 
by 
the majority of the 


people. 
"We have never placed a great deal of con- 


fidence In the. doctrine of 'Jes majeste." 
Even the 


president has been subjected to scorching criticism 
when he deserved it. Mr. Coolidge need only to con- 
cern himself with the truth or untruth of the charges 
brought against him. 
The only thing which could 


disturb a people would be a growing conviction that 
there was some actual foundation in 
the charges 


which are now being hurled at the administration. 


AN OVERDOSE OP "•LAN." 


Congressman Howard of Nebraska complains be- 


cause some of the eastern newspapers have b«en 
commenting rather facetiously on 
hl» renolutlon to 


supply copies of the printed congressional record each 
day to public and parochial schools throughout the 
United States. 
The number of copies required for 


this purpose, he says, has been grossly overstated, 
these journals estimating It at a million or two. 


Probably there has been some exaggeration In this 


regard, but it cannot be denied that the Howard 
esolutlon would load an enormous burden on the 
national treasury to supply all this printed matter. 
There ttre upwards of 6,500 public school districts 
n Nebraska alone, and many of the city districts 
have a number of different buildings, each of which 
would be entitled 
to 
copies. 
Count in parochial 


chools, and it Is-seen that 7,000 or more copies would 
be needed for this state. 


"Assuming the same requirements for each of the 


18 states of the union, and adding in the district of 
Jolumbia, Alaska, Porto Rico, the Hawaiian islands, 
md the Philippines, it 
would 
easily take 350,000 


copies to go around. If the average size of the con- 
gressional record is 30 pages a day. this would be 
quivalent to 10,000,000 pages of matter for daily 
distribution to the schools of the United States and 
*s outlying territorial possessions, while congress is 
n session. 


The enormous expenditure that would thereby be 


•iccessltated for typesetting, proof-reading, correct- 
ng, ink, paper, p.resswork, wrapping, addressing, and 
compensation to railroads and ships for transporting 
the mail, together with salaries of clerks and carriers 
In distributing: the copies, cannot be readily com- 
puted. It would doubtless run Into millions of dollars 
a year, in the aggregate. 


Is Congressman Howard acting in the interest of 


the taxpayers of Nebraska and of the third congres- 
sional district, which sent him to Washington, when 
he proposes such an outlay by the federal govern- 
ment? Does he Imagine that the people of the United 
States are hankering for an opportunity to read the 
slush that appears m the congressional record, com- 
prising very largely speeches prepared by senators 
and congressmen that were never delivered, speeches 
by other persons delivered elsewhere and printed in 
the record solely for the purpose of free distribution, 
and columns ol conversational remarks passed back 
and forth *on the floor, having little or no relation 
to the public business? 


If he does, then he had better take some time off, 


;ome out to Nebraska, and get acquainted with the 
sentiments of the people he is supposed to represent 


Of course, the 
Howard 
resolution 
\% ill not go 


through, because even congress realizes that the rec- 
ord of its proceedings Is regarded by the country as 
more or less of a joke. Moreover, many of the mem- 
beis would prefer to have the money spent for post- 
office buildings m their districts, or. for salaries of 
newly created jobs to satisfy the demands of political 
place hunters. 


If the third district member really wants to do 


something for the taxpayers, let him tackle the job 
of cutting out the franking privilege which enables 
congressmen, senators and governmental department 
to swamp the mails with deadhead matter. 
If he 


could bring that about, it would help a whole lot to- 
ward wiping out the annual postal deficit of ?60,- 
000,000 a year. 


FAMINE IN THE ORIENT. 


Those are strange stories coming to us from out 


of the Orient. 


While a dozen of the central western -statp^ have 


food enough to feed the hungry millions of the world, 
famine is causing untold distress in the provinces of 


hma. The dispatches from Hankow indicate a mil- 


lion persons are starving in the Province of Hupeh, 
China. 
Conditions arc 
scarcely less 
serious in 


Hunan. 


It is the old story, of soil burdened with a greater 


population than it can support. These cro-nded coun- 
tries of the Far East are always only a step ahead of 
the grim spectre of dire want and famine. 
Comes 


there a disaster of flood or drouth and hundreds of 
thousands perish before help can reach them from the 
western world. It is a story as old as western civili- 
zation has had contact with 
the mysterious East. 


Under the spur of western methods many of these 
countries have accomplished a great deal toward re- 
lieving some of the more distressing conditions 
Ir- 


rigation, distribution and better agricultural methods 
have served to remove the sting of hunger from mil- 
lions but there Is still so much to be done and appar- 
ently no satisfactory solution of the problem. 


Back of the suffering and misery in China and In- 


dia Is often a story of governmental inefficiency. The. 
ruling classes live well In those countries. The groat 
masses live most abjectly. Even at this time while 
millions are starving in China there is food to be had 
If military factions would cease their fighting and 
devote themselves to the sober problem of distribut- 
ing it. 


But the plight of these eastern countries gives hint 


of an approaching day in the western world where 
many nations aie still prosperous and wasteful. In- 
creasing populations suggest that unless every means 
Is taken to conserve the soil and the resources the 
west wil&provide the setting for such scenes of suf- 
fering and misery as are commonplace in the Orient.
